Half of cotton 
crop for-export

THL AVIV, — Half of Israel's cot- 
ton harvest is to be exported this 
year, and will earn $25m.-§30m. in 
foreign currency, The harvest began 
dast week, In 1973, 40 per cent of 
the harvest was exported. 

The Cotton Production Marketing 
Board and the local spinners are 
still bickering about the price which 
the spinners will have to pay for 
the remaining 50 per cent of the 
crop.
